General Orders No. 1. 

To the Commanders of Camps and Confederate Veterans of 
Virginia: 

My Dear Comrades : — 1 desire to express my appreciation of the 
great honor paid me by my comrades when on the 18th of October, 
1911, they elected me Commander of the Grand Camp, Confederate 
Veterans of Virginia. 

For one who was a private soldier in the Confederate Army to 
be elevated to the exalted position of Grand Commander; to be 
thought worthy and believed capable of performing the duties of 
the high office; to have his name associated with the distinguished 
soldiers and sailors who have reflected honor upon the Grand 
Camp, is a distinction sufficient to satisfy the ambition of any 
man, 

I much regret that unavoidable absence from the Reunion at 
Newport News prevented me from personally thanking you, and 
also regret that words now fail me to express my high appreciation 
of the kind consideration which my Confederate comrades have 
always extended me, and has culminated in conferring the most 
distinguished honor it was in their power to bestow. 

I accept the position in full knowledge of my inability to 
measure up to the high standard of those illustrious comrades who 
have preceded me; but invoking the guidance of Him who rules 
all men and all things, and relying upon the consideration and 
assistance of my comrades, I shall devote my earnest endeavors 
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to advance the prosperity, guard the interest, and protect the welfare 
of the Grand Camp, Confederate Veterans of Virginia. 

Comrades, let us use our utmost endeavors to enroll every Con- 
federate soldier in some Confederate Camp; let ns urge the 
enrollment of every son and grandson of a Confederate soldier in 
some Camp of Sons of Veterans, and every daughter and grand- 
daughter of every Confederate soldier in some Chapter of Daughters 
of Confederacy; and father, son and daughter work in harmonious 
union in caring for the needy and disabled soldier and making his 
last days as comfortable as possible; in lending every assistance 
in handing down to future generations the true story of the causes 
that led np to the war, the conduct and results of the war, and 
tii us show to the world that the patriotism of 1861-'65 is still 
abroad in our beloved State. 

Simple justice demands that I acknowledge a debt of gratitude 
which can never be paid to the noble Confederate women, whose 
loyalty, devotion, sacrifice and service in all efforts for the welfare 
of the -Confederate soldier, both in war and peace, and without 
whose sympathy, encouragement and work, little for the benefit 
or honor of the Confederate Veteran would have been accomplished. 
And to those daughters who have proven themselves worthy of 
the heritage bequeathed by their mothers, I tender my sincere 
thanks, in full confidence that their power will be as potent in 
the future as it has been in the past. 

I urge the Sons of Veterans to keep their camp-fires always 
burning. Pay your dues promptly, attend your meetings regularly, 
keep in touch with the old Veterans, and, as far as you can, supply 
their needs, visit them when they are sick, attend their burials, and 
prepare yourselves to carry forward the work undertaken by your 
fathers who now, or in the past, have composed the Grand Camp. 

I especially request Adjutants of all subordinate Camps to make 
early returns to the Adjutant- General. It will greatly aid him 
in the performance of the duties imposed upon him. Blanks have 
been forwarded, Don't delay, but fill out and return promptly.

To the Camps composing the Grand Camp, Confederate Veteran* 

of Virginia: 

Comrades :— The Twenty-fifth Annual Meeting of the Grand 
Camp will be held in Pulaski City, September 25-26-27, 1012, It 
is the desire of your Grand Commander that every Camp will send 
Delegates, and that all of our comrades who can will attend, The 
Adjutants of Camps, who have not already done so, will at once 
send the returns of their Camps for 1911-12 to the Adjutant- 
General, Richmond, Va. ; and remit the dues of their Camps, to 
Major D. A. Brown, Quarter-Master- General, Richmond, Va. This 
is a matter of utmost importance, as the finances of the Grand 
Camp are greatly reduced and funds are needed to defray the 
current expenses, such as printing the last year's Proceedings, orders 
of the Grand Commander, postage, etc, 

I call your especial attention to Article VIII, Section 1, of the 
.By-Laws, reading: 

Every Camp which has not complied with Article VIII, 
Section 1, of the By-Laws, Rules and Regulations, which pro- 
vides that each of the Camps composing the Grand Camp 
shall be assessed and pay ten cents per member annually to \ 
defray the expenses of the Grand Camp, and no Camp shall a. 
be entitled to representation at any meeting of the Grand 
Camp unless its assessment has been paid to the Quarter- 
master-General or other proper officer prior to or at said 
meeting. 
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In addition to the requirement under the By-Laws, by a resolution 
adopted by the Grand Camp at" its meeting in Lynchburg in 1904, 
this matter is urgently passed upon as follows : 

Your Committee on Credentials would respectfully suggest 
that the various Camps of Virginia be required to render 
their reports and make payment of the dues charged against 
their respective Camps ten days before the meeting of the 
Grand Camp to the Quartermaster-General of the Grand 
Camp of Virginia, and that a copy of this resolution be sent 
by the Adjutant-General in his circular to the Camps, request- 
ing payment of annual dues sixty days before the meeting 
of the Grand Camp. 

SPONSORS. 

The Grand Camp, one Chief Sponsor and two Maids of Honor. 
Each district, one Sponsor and one Maid, to be recommended by 
the Inspector and appointed by the Grand Commander. 

A prompt compliance with these orders is earnestly requested. 

It is hoped that the committee, consisting of Comrades Geo. L. 
Christian, Theo. S. Garnett and R, B. Davis, to appear before the 
State Board of Education, will make a report; also the History 
Committee. 

I am pleased to announce that, through the eft orts of the Grand 
Camp, the true seal of Virginia has been restored.

Danville, Va,, January 8, 1912. 
Comrades: — With sorrow I announce that our late Comrade, 
Bast Commander JOHN CITS SONS, has joined the ranks of those 
comrades who have crossed the divide between this and the life 
eternal. He died at his home, Glen Allen, on January 4, 1912. 
Born in Lanchester, England, in 1838, he was by birth an English- 
man, but by adoption he was an American. Hie love of adventure 
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led him, in the year 1855, to cast his lot with the Sioux Indians, in 
the northwestern part of our country, so that he might gratify his 
love for hunting and kindred pleasures incident to pioneer life. 
He so fascinated those with whom he lived that he was chosen a 
chief. In 1859 he engaged in the newspaper business in Selma, 
Ala., becoming owner of the Selma Reporter, He soon became a 
prominent citizen of Selma, and was much esteemed and highly 
honored by his fellow-citizens. 

When Alabama east her fortunes with the Confederate States he 
enlisted in the Governor's Guard, and took part in the occupation 
of Port Morgan. In 1861 he came to Virginia as a Lieutenant 
in the Fourth Alabama Infantry Regiment. He served as a scout 
for General Bernard E. Bee, and was with him on the 21st of July, 
1861, when the gallant Bee was killed just a few months after he 
had christened General Jackson with the immortal name of 
" Stonewall. " 

Comrade Cussons' service in the Confederate army, both as scout 
and leader of men in battle, was varied, but always creditable to 
him as a faithful and gallant soldier. Captured near Round Top 
(Gettysburg), he was confined eight months in prison. When 
released, he joined General Bedford Forrest in the West, and 
remained with him until the close of hostilities. 

After the war he made his home in Virginia, and established 
the printing firm of Cussons, May & Co. His books and pamphlets 
testify that he was an able and forcible writer. He connected him- 
self with R. E. Lee Camp, C. V., and always manifested the liveliest 
interest in all matters pertaining to the welfare of his Confederate 
comrades. At the Reunion of the Grand Camp held in Winchester 
in 1896,, he was elected Grand Commander, which exalted position 
he filled with credit both to himself and to the Grand Camp. 

Under the shade of the trees at Forest Lodge lie spent the evening 
of his life, loved and respected by all who knew him. Truly a brave 
soldier has been taken from the Confederate Veteran ranks — an 
adopted Virginian, as true as if " to the manor born. "

Comrades : — The flowers placed by loving hands upon the grave 
of Comrade John Cussons had scarcely lost their fragrance ere 
we are called upon to mourn the removal of another beloved 
comrade. 

On February 9, 1912, surrounded by those most dear to him, the 
soul of Past Commander Colonel WILLIAM IL STEWART re- 
turned to the God who gave it; and on the 11th of February, 1912, 
his body was laid to rest in the bosom of his native State, Virginia, 
whose rights he so gallantly defended in times of war, and whose 
prosperity and welfare he so faithfully and successfully strove for 
in times of peace. 

Colonel Stewart was a Confederate soldier from the beginning 
to the close of the war. His first service was with the "Wise Light 
Dragoons, " who served as scouts and pickets near Norfolk, Va. 

In June, 1861, a company of infantry named the Jackson Guards 
was formed at Pleasant Grove Baptist Church, and Colonel Stewart 
was unanimously elected captain. The Jackson Guards were 
stationed at ScwclPs Point, and witnessed the battle of the Virginia 
and Monitor, On the evacuation of Norfolk the Jackson Guards 
were ordered to Petersburg and assigned as Company "A," Sixty- 
first Virginia Infantry, Mahone's Brigade, and so remained until 
the close of hostilities. 

Colonel Stewart, for gallant and meritorious service, was pro- 
moted first to the rank of Major, and later to the rank of 
Lieutenant-Colonel, and participated in the battles of Chancellors- 
ville, Fredericksburg, Gettysburg, " The Wilderness, " Spotsylvania, 
Cold Harbor, Wilcox Farm. " The Crater, " Burgess Mill, Hatcher's 
Bun, and other engagements, in all of which he proved himself 
a brave, fearless and efficient commander. 

While Colonel Stewart always believed that it would have been 
for the best interests of the South to establish the independence of 
the 'Confederacy, he was nevertheless a good and loyal citizen to 
the Union; as attorney-at-law, as Commissioner in Chancery, 
as Commonwealth's Attorney, he measured up to the requirements 
of those important positions, and so discharged his duties as to 
merit and receive general commendation. Socially he was a 
delightful companion : lie was a forcible and eloquent speaker and 
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an able writer, as his contributions to newspapers and his books 
amply testify. His accounts of the battle between the Virginia and 
Monitor and the battle of the Crater in which, as commander of the 
Sixty-first Virginia Infantry Begiment, he played a most service- 
able and conspicuous part (as described in his book, "A Pair of 
Blankets"), are both graphic and thrilling, and will prove interest- 
ing and instructive reading to all lovers of true history. 

Colonel Stewart was held in high esteem and greatly admired 
by all members of the Grand Camp, and ranks among the most 
beloved comrades who have reflected credit upon the position of 
Grand Commander; and justly so, for in the able discharge of 
duties pertaining to that office, his administration may have been 
equalled but never surpassed. 

In the death of Colonel Stewart the Grand Camp recognizes a 
very great loss, for among the many comrades who have been 
transferred from the ever-decreasing Confederate ranks here below 
to the ever-increasing Confederate ranks above, no more patriotic 
Virginian, no more gallant and chivalrous Confederate soldier has 
been removed or whose death is more lamented.

Comrades : — It greatly grieves me to announce, and it will sadden 
your hearts to learn, that on the 9th day of May, 1912, at his home 
in Suffolk, Va., after a long, honorable and useful career, Fast 
Commander THOS. W. SMITH departed this life, in the eightieth 
year of his age. 

He enlisted in the ( Ion federate service as Lieutenant in Company 
A, Sixteenth Regiment Virginia Infantry, and no more gallant 
soldier fought under the "Red Field" and Starry- Cross," the battle 
flag of the South. 

On many bloody fields his courage and bravery was most con- k 
spicuous, and especially was his gallantry noted at Malvern Hill, 
July, 1862; at Spotsylvania, May, 1864, and at Hatcher's Run, 
March, 1865. 
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He carried to his grave marks of honorable wounds received in 
defense of Southern rights, in defense of Southern homes and 
firesides. 

He was among the first to enter the Confederate Army and he 
was among the last to lay down his arms, for he was in command 
of his company at the capitulation at Appomattox, April 9, 1865. 

Recognizing and appreciating the heroism, the daring and faithful 
devotion of his comrades who gave their lives in defense of our 
beloved Southland, he at his own expense, in the year 1889, caused 
to be erected in Cedar Hill Cemetery a beautiful monument to 
commemorate their deeds and sacrifices. 

In 1895 Camp No. 44, Confederate Veterans, was organized in 
Suffolk, Va., and was named Camp Tom Smith— an honor he most 
richly deserved, an honor he very highly appreciated; was the first 
Commander, a position he most satisfactorily filled. 

In 1901 he was elected Commander of the Grand Camp Con- 
federate Veterans of Virginia, and in this, as in other offices and 
positions to which he was called, he measured up to all the require- 
ments, and retired with the assurance that the esteem, the affection 
and admiration of his comrades would follow him to the end. 

In the death of Comrade Smith, Virginia loses one of her 
bravest defenders, and our Grand Camp one of its most honored 
members.

Address of welcome by Mr. John S. Draper. 

Mr. Commander, Members of the Grand Gamp of Virginia of 
Confederate Veterans, Ladies and Gentlemen: 

I have the honor on behalf of the town and county of Pulaski to 
welcome your great organization to our town. I do this with 
unfeigned pleasure because we are delighted to have you. 

When we learned that you had accepted Pulaski's invitation 
and would hold your next Reunion here our town and county was 
gratified at your action, and now on this the happy day of your 
annual, we greet you with open arms. Oar doorB are wide open, 
affirming and ratifying the statement made by Captain Tate in 
inviting you here, "We have taken them ofl! the hinges." The town 
is yours. You have captured it without a struggle, and we are 
your willing and delighted servants — command us, you shall be 
obeyed. Our allegiance is that of love and admiration and we 
hope that our service and hospitality will be acceptable in your 
sight, that your sojourn with us will be pleasant, your meeting a 
success, and when it is over that Pulaski will to all of you ever 
be a pleasant memory. 

One of the greatest pleasures of a man's life is the joy of entertain- 
ing his friends and benefactors; of inviting them to his home; 
welcoming them to his fireside; communing with them in that full, 
free, and frank fellowship which constitutes that true hospitality 
for which Virginia is noted, and what better characteristics has 
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she among all her distinctive virtues than hospitality ? Pulaski is 
part and parcel of "Virginia. Pulaskians are Virginians — 
Pulaskians are hospitable, and if as men we delight in entertaining 
our friends and benefactors, we, as a town and community, should 
be and we are delighted to show our hospitality to your organization 
as a body and to each and every member of it as an individual, 
because you are our friends, our benefactors. We are bound 
together by the ties of love and memory, by the bonds of blood, by 
your baptism of fire in the defense of our country and yours. Your 
constitutional and State rights in the great war that made your 
matchless leaders and you immortal and reflects their glory and 
yours down through the ages until time shall be no more. 

As your sons and daughters, grand- sons and grand-daughters, we, 
of this generation, fall heir to the priceless heritage of your glory, 
and would it not indeed be undutiful, ungrateful and base in us 
not to welcome, not to love you ? This we do now and here, and we 
will henceforward and forever. 

Time cannot dim the glory of your achievements, but on the 
contrary will bring them out in bold relief in the light of succeed- 
ing centuries and make them stand out silhouetted as the brightest 
stars in the whole firmament of military achievement. 

One does not at first grasp and conceive the true greatness of 
your leaders, the courage and self-sacrifice of your soldiers, their 
wives and daughters, during that great epoch in the world's history 
from ?

Time has given us opportunity to review your struggle in the 
retrospect and compare your deeds, outside of the glamour of their 
recent achievement, with the deeds of all warriors through all time 
and see your battles and your leaders loom up through almost half 
a century and eclipse those of the entire past. 

You are heroes, our mothers and grandmothers are heroines. 
Where could we find better ones? 

Hero-worship is laudable idolatry. It is indeed a fine instinct in 
human nature which prompts a man to seek to find his beau-ideal 
of courage and achievement, and when he finds it to enshrine it in 
his heart upon a pedestal of love and frame it in his mind as the 
picture and prototype of all that is noble, good and true, his hero, 
and devoutly worship at its shrine. 
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Ladies and gentlemen, go with me for a few minutes in search 
of our hero. Let us go back along the corridors of time among 

the wars and warriors of the past. The first great wars were fought 
for conquest and for spoils. It is needless for us to review them. 
Their soldiers were brave, their generals brilliant, but greed was 
written on their banners and in most instances conquest and not 
patriotism was their incentive. 

Alexander, the Great, sighed for more worlds to conquer. Ocasar 
and Hannibal were actuated by the same motives, and though the 
monument of their achievement may reach to high Heaven, upon 
its base is written the epitaph "ambition." Napoleon waded 
through the tears of widows^ the wails of orphans swelled and 
marred the refrain of his glory, won as a will-of-the-wisp in a 
vain endeavor to satisfy his insatiable selfishness. 

Our own great Washington, with our brave forefathers^ fought 
a great fight and won a glorious victory with liberty or death as 
the supreme issue, but this was but the turning of the worm 
under the iron heel of tyranny. We admire their valorous deeds, but 
their battles were in self-defense, which is but nature's first law, 
and we always expect men to act as men. Let us give our revolu- 
tionary heroes their just meed of praise and hurry on to our own 
Civil War, that bloody conflict of four years, when Anglo-Saxon 
met Anglo-Saxon upon American soil and when you men of 
Virginia and of the South, following such superb leaders as Lee, 
Jackson, Johnson, Hill, Longstreet, and our own gallant men of 
the Southwest, Stuart, Walker, 'Perry and Wharton, waged an 
unselfish war for right against overwhelming odds and gave to 
Virginia, already rich in history, the most glorious pages that will 
ever be bound into the compendium of time. 

A war that developed more military genius than all the wars 
in all the ages. 

Great were the Generals of the South, but greater still her 
soldiery. It was the fidelity, the courage, the unselfish devotion to 
a just cause by the private Confederate soldier that has placed Lee 
preeminent in the Hall of Fame and enabled Jackson to stand, and 
to stand through all ages, like a stone-wall. > 

Ladies and gentlemen, we have found our hero, the Confederate 
soldier. Let us worship at his shrine and ever perpetuate his 
memory. 
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The grass of almost fifty summers has grown over the graves of 
those who fell in that great conflict. Year by year the ranks of 
those who survived the great war have been thinned until now 
the great body of the encampment of the Confederate soldier is 
bivouacked across the river under the shade of the green trees. 
Time has left only a few for us to love and cherish for a few brief 
years, and then the last Confederate soldier will have answered 
the last roll call and gone to his long home. 

We can do no better than blend the glorious memory of the 
sacred dead with our love for the living Confederate soldier an£ 
enshrine them both in our hearts as a composite picture of our 
hero. Honor his name and forever perpetuate his fame. Our idol, 
the Confederate Private. 

We greet and welcome you, men of the Grand Camp of Virginia, 
as our heroes of forty-odd years ago. At Cloyds' Mountain you de- 
fended the soil of Pulaski from the enemy. In grateful remembrance 
thereof Pulaski today opens wide its door to you, and Pulaskians 
will ever keep the memory of the Confederate soldier as green as 
the sward that covers that memorable battlefield. 

Gentlemen, you are welcome to our town and county, to our 
homes and firesides; we are honored by your presence. Never did 
any host have a more acceptable guest. Make yourselves at home.

Response by the Grand Commander, Harry Wooding. 

Fifty and two years ago, it was evident to thoughtful minds 
that the irrepressible conflict regarding the guaranteed rights of 
the States then composing the Union could not be averted, could 
only be delayed by the wisest statesmanship, and the greatest for- 
bearance, for those who advocated a centralized government, and 
those who championed States* rights, were equally firm, and equally 
determined to maintain their construction of the Federal Consti- 
tution; therefore, when statesmanship and forbearance failed, the 
only solution of the absorbing question which would not down, was 
the withdrawal from the Union of those States which believed that 
a copartnership voluntarily entered into could be voluntarily dis- 
solved, whenever either party to the contract felt that their rights 
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wore infringed upon, their privileges circumscribed, their liberties 
threatened, or the copartnership ceased to be mutually beneficial.. 

While Virginia at that time recognized the right of any State 
to secede from the Union, she was by no means hasty in her actions, 
and naturally so, for she truly loved the Union to whose independ- 
ence, maintenance and prosperity, she had contributed so much in 
men, in means, and in territory ; she therefore called a convention to ' 
decide her course, and to that convention she elected her wisest coun- 
sellors, a majority of whom were Union men. Anxious and desiring 
a peaceful compromise, alike honorable, alike satisfactory to all 
sections, Virginia went still further and sent commissioners to 
Washington to treat with the powers that were ; but when her com- 
missioners met with no encouragement and the President of the 
United States called upon Virginia to furnish her quota of troops 
to coerce, by force of arms, back into the Union, those States that 
had only exercised their constitutional rights in a peaceful with- 
drawal; when the question was placed squarely before Virginia 
whether she would aim fire her guns in the face of her Southern 
brothers, or say to her former brethren of the Worth, thus far shall 
thou come and no farther, her Union convention at once became 
a secession convention, and passed her ordinance of secession with 
practical unanimity, and no act of Virginia's from the settlement 
at Jamestown down to the present moment was more lawful, more 
just, or more righteous, than her ordinance of secession. Her elec- 
torate by vivi voce vote endorsed the action of her Delegates in con- 
vention assembled, and her patriotic sons from her hills and her 
valleys, from her mountains and her plains, from her fields and 
her forests, from her cross-roads, her villages, towns and cities 
volunteered their services to check the threatened invasion into or 
across her territory, and preachers, doctors, merchants, farmers, 
salesmen, mechanics, lawyers, teachers, professors; the old, the 
young, the rich and the poor, all classes, all occupations, enlisted 
in her companies, battalions, squadrons and regiments. Nor did 
her patriotic women fail in their loyalty to their beloved State, 
for with aching hearts and tear-dimmed eyes, they buckled the ^ 
armor of war on .husband, father, son, brother, lover and friend, 
and bade them go and sacrifice all save honor to maintain Virginia's 
right to manage her own affairs in accordance with her construc- 
tion of the Federal Constitution ; nor did poverty or distress, neither 
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privation, or the agony of suspense cause them to waver in their 
allegiance to Virginia or the Confederate States,, they emptied their 
wardrobes and with tender hands they fashioned their silks into 
State and Confederate banners, and their linens into bandages to 
bind up the wounds of mutilated soldiers, they stripped their beds 
of blankets and comfortables to protect their friends from the 
severity of the weather, they robbed their tables of every delicacy 
which they packed in boxes and sent to the camps, the hospitals 
and the prisons. Existing themselves on the coarsest, plainest diet 
which often consisted of cold cornbread and sage or sassafras- tea 
or wheat, rye or potato coffee and dressed in homespun, they made 
the clothing, managed the farms, furnished the provisions necessary 
for sustenance of the army and in every conceivable manner aided 
in gaining the independence of the Confederacy, and when the con- 
flict was over and the Confederate soldiers, ragged and half -starved, 
returned to their devastated and desolate homes, these same true 
and patriotic women, accepting without murmur their changed con- 
dition, received them with outstretched arms, counselled them to 
turn their backs upon the past, and their faces to the future and 
nobly and successfully aided them in beginning anew the battle 
of life. Nor did their patriotism and devotion end there, for to 
them are we indebted for many of the handsome monuments 
erected in the county-seats, the towns and cities of the South to 
commemorate the patriotism, the heroism, the genius, the chivalry 
and the manhood of the Confederate soldier; to them are we largely 
obligated for every Soldier's Home, every asylum whose doors are 
always open to aged, needy or debilitated Confederate soldiers. 
As the years have passed by, many of those sainted women, having 
fought the good fight, kept the faith, and finished their course, 
have entered upon that rest which remains for the people of God, 
but happily for the Confederate soldiers their mantles fell upon 
worthy daughters of the Confederacy, who have patriotically, 
devotedly and successfully carried forward the undertakings so 
lovingly inaugurated by their mothers, and who in addition have 
decorated the living Confederates with the "Southern Cross of 
Honor," a badge as honorable as the "Star and Garter," when 
worthily worn; and annually they gather the flowery offerings of 
Spring and decorate the graves of the Confederate dead; nor do 
we believe that their interest in the welfare of the Southern soldiers

or their ministrations to their comfort, welfare and happiness, 
will cease until the last Veteran who fought for Dixie's Land shall 
have entered into the "Soldiers Valhalla, in the land of evermore/' 
and when the places that now know the Confederate soldier, shall 
know him no more forever, we believe and expect the Sons of Vet- 
erans and the Daughters of the Confederacy, working in harmony, . 
will see to it, that no history shall be taught in the Public Schools- 
of the States for which their fathers fought that does not tell the 
true story of the causes which led up to the war between the States, 
the conduct of the war, and the results of the war. We ask nothing 
from the historians but justice and our sons and daughters should 
he satisfied with nothing less. 

More than half a century ago these grey-headed Veterans and 
many, many more (who have been transferred from the ever- 
decreasing ranks below to the ever-increasing Confederate ranks 
above), in the vigor of youth, in the buoyancy of hope and in full 
expectation of an early cessation of hostilities, voluntarily assembled 
in the old Fair Grounds in Richmond, or other camps of instruc- 
tion, and after becoming somewhat proficient in the manual and 
squad drill, were assigned to companies, battalions and squadrons, 
whose footsteps could be traced from Bethel on through the first 
battle of Manassas back upon the Peninsula, through the battle of 
Williamsburg, the battle of Seven Pines and the seven days' battles 
around Richmond, on through the second battle of Manassas, 
through the Valley of Virginia, across the Potomac, into Maryland, 
through the battle of Sharpsburg back into Virginia, through the 
battle of Fredericksburg and through Stonewall Jackson's unparal- 
leled campaign in the Valley, through the battle of Chancellorsville, 
again across the Potomac, through Maryland into Pennsylvania to 
Gettysburg, in that magnificent and daring charge which made the 
world wonder, comrades falling like forest leaves in Autumn, on and 
on they go, higher and higher they ascend Cemetery Ridge, mown 
down with shot, and shell like grain before the reaper's scythe, they 
halt not, neither do they pause, but on and on and up and up, past 
the spot where brave and daring Garnett fell, and still higher to the 
stone wall where gallant, chivalrous Armistead, waving his hat on 
the point of his sword, consecrated with his life's blood his devotion 
to the Southern cause, and wrote his name in imperishable letters 
high on the pinnacle of fame. The Federal batteries were silenced 
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and -victory for a time perched on the Red Field and Starry Cross 
of the South. Human valor could do no more, but the tide of war 
changed, a Federal column was thrown upon the Confederate right, 
another Federal column was thrown upon the Confederate left 
and another Federal column was closing in their rear. Unsupported 
those heroes of a hundred fields were powerless, and overcome, but 
not conquered, they fell back and fought again through the smoke 
and fire of the wilderness; at Spotsylvania Courthouse, through 
the bloody field of Cold. Harbor, in the trenches before Petersburg 
and thence to the closing scene, where on Sunday morning, April 
9,' 1865, in the forest of Appomattox, ragged, footsore, half-starved 
and destitute of every essential necessary to longer prolong the 
conflict, the remnant of I lie grand old army of Northern Virginia 
yielded to the inevitable. 

If, after this long, arduous and weary march in summer's heat 
and winter's cold, extending over a period of nearly four years, to 
the Confederate soldier the cup of bitterness and anguish was full 
to the brim, truly that cup overflowed during the days of recon- 
sl ruction, when the bottom rail was on top, when intelligence and 
honesty and worth and integrity were disfranchised and ignorance 
and vice and roguery held high carnival in the county, town and 
city governments of the South. 

But God be praised. Peace hath her victories no less renowned, 
no less useful and much more beneficent than War. No army ever 
Had such a leader as General Robert E. Lee and no leader ever 
commanded such soldiers as those who belonged to the Confederate 
army, that great, good and wise man, who was used to wealth, 
refinement and position, who had won distinction and promotion 
as a Federal officer in the Mexican war- and in holding in check 
the uprising of the Indians on the plains, who had been offered 
and urged by his friend, General Scott, to accept the command 
of the armies of the United States, an honor no man has ever 
before or since declined, who had commanded the. Armies of the 
Confederacy, who enjoyed the esteem, the affection and the con- 
fidence of a nation struggling for independence, whose heart had 
often been cheered by the huzzaha of his faithful soldiers. The war 
over found this man without home, without means and without 
position. Offered the presidency of an insurance company, carry- 
ing a large salary, he courteously and promptly declined, saying 
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his name was not an article of merchandise. Tendered the nomina- 
liim for Governor of Virginia, with assurance of certain election, 
hi i honor any man might be proud of, he thanked his friends for 
the evidence of their continued esteem, affection and confidence, but 
said he feared his elevation to so honorable and conspicuous a posi- 
tion might delay the restoration of peace and concord between the 
sections so late at war, and he was unwilling to acecpt honor, ease * 
or comfort at the expense of those who had slurred his victories and 
his defeat. 

Accepting the presidency of a Virginia college paying a meagre 
salary, he spent the evening of his days in teaching and training 
the youth of our land to be useful, loyal and patriotic citizens, and, 
when with him "life's fitful fever was over," mourned by millions, he 
was laid to rest in the bosom of his beloved State, near the hallowed 
grave of his greatest Lieutenant-General, T. J. (Stonewall) Jackson, 
and hard by that institution of learning which bears the name of 
Virginia's most illustrious citizens, and the New World's most 
distinguished soldiers, George Washington and Eobert E. Lee, 

The Confederate soldiers who followed General Lee with a con- 
fidence that neither asked or desired a reason for his actions, an 
admiration that knew no bounds, and an affection that lightened 
the hardship of the march, the bivouac and the battle, naturally 
acted upon his council and followed his example and made such 
useful citizens that slowly, but surely they commanded the confi- 
dence of many former foes, and gradually their disabilities were 
removed and they were given a voice in the county, town and city 
governments in the South and also in the legislative halls of the 
United States, since which time, in the fields of literature, in the 
fields of science, as professors, as teachers, as soldiers, as sailors, 
as statesmen, as merchants, as bankers, as mechanics, as operators of 
mines, as promoters, builders and extenders of railways and water- 
ways, and in every field of useful endeavor, they have played a 
conspicuous part not only in building up the waste places of the 
South and developing her great resources, but also in developing 
the mighty resources of our entire country, and some of us have ^ 
lived to see this day, when a distinguished statesman from the jL 
State of Alabama, the first capital State of the Confederacy, is the 
leader of the majority party in the United States Congress, and a 
distinguished statesman from Virginia, the last capital State of 
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the Confederacy, is the leader of the minority party in the Senate 
of the United States, and only a few weeks ago in the city of 
Baltimore by the unanimous vote of delegates from every State 
in the Union there was nominated for the highest office within 
the gift of the American people, a statesman born in Virginia. 
Surely the genius, the intellect, the enterprise and the patriotism 
of those States that in 1861 unfurled the banner of the States' 
Eights to the breeze is fast forging to the front, and the day is 
not distant when they will regain that prestige in the National 
government which they so long retained with honor to themselves 
and credit to the Nation under the civilization of the Old South. 

Such, Mr. Draper, is the record in part of these, my comrades, 
who arc; your guests on this occasion and in their name, I thank 
yon and through you, the members of Pulaski Camp, and the 
citizens of Pulaski, for their kind invitation, their eosdial greeting 
and their hearty welcome, and in their name, I desire to convey 
to yon their high appreciation of the gracious and eloquent manner 
you have expressed the sentiments of those you have the honor 
to represent

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Grand Commander's Report. 



HEADQUARTERS. 
Grand Camp Confederate Veterans or Virginia. 

Danville, Va., September 23, 1912. 

Comrades: — It was our privilege and pleasure to hold our last 
Reunion as the guests of Magrader Camp No. 3G in the progressive 
city of Newport News, and the courtesy and hospitality so graciously 
extended by the members of Magruder Camp and the good people 
of the tide-water city made that meeting most pleasant and 
memorable. Today, by invitation of the Pulaski Camp No. 88, 
we are assembled in the mountain region of the Old Dominion and I 
feel confident when we close this session of the Grand Camp we will 
carry to our homes and through the remainder of our lives, the 
most pleasing recollections of the members of Pulaski Camp and 
the kind citizens of Pulaski, who some of us most pleasantly 
remember as our hosts when our twelfth annual meeting was held 
in this city in October, 1899. During the past vacation of the 
Grand Camp three Past Commanders have been transferred from 
our decreasing ranks below to the ever-increasing ranks above : 

Col. John Cussons at his home, Glen Allen, Va., Jan, 8, 1912. 

Col. William II. Stuart at his home in Portsmouth, Feb. 15, 1912. 

Col. Thos. Smith at his home in Suffolk, Va., May 9, 1912. 

Official notices of the deaths of these beloved and esteemed com- 
rades were mailed to each of the subordinate Camps. On the 20th 
day of April, 1912, Dr. Rawley W. Martin, Lieutenant-Colonel of 
the 53d Virginia Infantry Regiment, died at his home in Lynch- 
burg, Va., than whom there was no more brave and gallant soldier in 
the Confederate army, for it is claimed that he was the first Con- 
federate soldier to scale the rock wall at Gettysburg, where he was 
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raptured, apparently mortally wounded. Since the close of hostilities 
there has been no more useful citizen, or one who devoted more 
of his time and splendid talents in the cure of diseases and successful 
efforts to master that great life destroyer, Consumption. 

In addition four hundred and six Confederate soldiers have been 
removed by death to the Eternal Camping Ground "beyond the 
stars," but thanks to an all-merciful Providence some of us have 
been spared to meet and to greet each other again, ere we too join 
our comrades gone before. 

I have convoked the Grand Camp earlier than has been customary 
in compliance with a request from Pulaski Camp, who gave good and 
satisfactory reasons for the meeting at this time. I trust the change 
of date has not caused any inconvenience or discomfort to any of 
the Delegates, but on the contrary will meet with their approbation. 
While there were few matters of special importance to claim 
action during my term as Commander, it is with pleasure I report 
that the "true seal of Virginia" for which Past Commander Genl. 
T. T. Munford has so faithfully labored, has been restored and has 
replaced the counterfeit so long used. Past Commander W. C. 
Whittle so emphasized this important matter in his report last 
year, that Comrade Gov. Wm. Hodges Mann did what other 
Governors failed to do, that is, issued an order to have the true seal 
used on all State papers and on the Flag of Virginia, thereby 
settling the subject we hope for all time. 

I am sure that the Grand Camp feels thankful to Past Commander 
Genl. T. T. Munford and all who aided him in bringing this matter 
to a successful and satisfactory conclusion, 

Inspector-Genl. Tipton D. Jennings will give you a statement of 
Camps in the State. Out of one hundred and twenty-six Camps, 
thirteen have disbanded and seventeen have made no returns for 
several years. Time is telling, yet, I can but believe with the zeal 
that characterizes these men of 1861-'5 some of these Camps may 
yet be revived. 

The Adjutant-General should be kept in touch with all changes 
in the officers of subordinate Camps and this can easily be done, 
and only properly done, by the filling up and promptly returning 
the blank form sent to the Adjutants of the different Camps. 

Much good can be accomplished if the Sons of Veterans and the 
Daughters of the Confederacy will especially lend their aid to 
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weak Camps, and I most earnestly commend to them this work, for 
the time is fast approaching when they must take upon themselves 
this burden, or labor of love, and continue it through the coming 
years in order that the Confederate soldier may retain his true place 
in impartial history. 

At our last convention Comrades Judge Geo. L. Christian, Genl. 
Theo, S. Garnett and R. B. Davis were appointed a committee to 
appear before and co-operate with the State Board of Education 
in an effort to secure proper histories for our Public Free Schools. 
I hope this report will be presented during the present meeting 
of the Grand Camp, also that Comrades Boyd Smith, J. Thompson 
Brown, Edward Wariicld, W. Miles Gary and P. J. White, a com- 
mittee appointed at the session held in Norfolk in October, 1910, 
to confer with a like committee from the Sons of Veterans, to con- 
sider the resolutions submitted by Comrade W. T. Meade looking 
to closer relations between the Grand Camp of Veterans and the 
Grand Camp of Sons of Veterans, will be prepared to report. 
And as always we look with much interest for an able and interest- 
ing report from the History Committee, 

To Inspector-General T. P. Jennings, his Assistant Inspector- 
Generals, Quartermaster D. A. Broivn, and Members of all 
Committees: 

I return thanks for courtesies extended me and commend their 
faithful and efficient services, especially do I make acknowledgment 
to Adjutant-General Col, Jospeh V, Bidgood, whose experience and 
judgment in matters relating to the Grand Camp has made his 
services to me invaluable, and to whom is justly due in a very large 
measure credit for the usefulness and achievements of the Grand 
Camp of Confederate Veterans of Virginia. 

Comrades, in the city of Newport News on the 18th of October, 
1911, you conferred iipon me the highest honor within your power 
to bestow, by electing me Commander of the Grand Camp of Con- 
federate Veterans of Virginia, a position far above my ability to 
creditably fill, an honor far above my deserts, but an honor no one 
could appreciate more than myself, for among the compliments my 
two partial friends have paid me, none ever touched me so deeply, 
and till the close of my life I shall cherish with gratitude the. 
knowledge that I can hand down to my children and my children's 
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children the fact that I, a private soldier, who rode with Jeb Stuart, 
so performed my duty as a Confederate soldier on the march, in 
camp, and on the field of battle, as to be thought worthy of so 
exalted a position. Prom my heart I thank you and may the richest 
blessings of God now and evermore abide with each and every mem- 
ber of the Grand Camp Confederate Veterans of Virginia.

History Committee, Gen. Thos. T. Munford, Chairman, read the 

following report: 

Comrades; At the city of Norfolk, some three years ago, by a resolu- A. 
tion of this Grand Camp of Confederate Veterans, I was honored as 
chairman of the Committee on the History of the "Great Seal and Flag" 
of otir beloved old commonwealth. 
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It fa with m.aflmed pleasure and gratitude to God that I make the 
following report: 

Ae the result of a long and unremitting research, a complete victory 
has been achieved in our fight for the restoration of the Seal and Flag of 
our fathers, established in 1770. 5 

A part of Virginia's early history, too precious to be forgotten, and yet 
vague and uncertain even in the records of those who have attempted its 
recital, has now been verified and attested by a constitutionally appointed 
commission, and the result of their labors transmitted to enduring bronze 
and may be reehiseled in future ages, from generation to generation, by 
the loyal descendants of the "Old Dominion," for whom these sacred em- 
blems were pnm„i|,ai,d in 177(1 m the voice of Liberty and Independence. 
History teaches us that our Anglo-Saxon fathers of Great Britain went 
from the Spear to the Crown. But their descendants in the primitive 
Old Dominion" discarded the Crown in self-defense and took up the 
Spear as the support of her pileus or liberty-cap, illustrating her seals 
by the symbols from the beauties of Homer, where Achilles, the champion 
is instructed by Phcenix, the nestor, and where Hector, dying for hi,' 
country, clung to his spear, wearing the armor of Achilles, upon whose 
egis Old Vnlcan had embossed "Ceres, the Goddess of Agriculture/' with 
Aeternitas and a full cornucopia as the result of indomitable perseverance 
raking up and continuing the thread, we find "tyranny and oppression" 
rankling in the hearts of the colony of Virginia, which they determined to 
resent at any cost. A Constitutional Convention was convened, and a 
committee, with George Wythe as the nestor, compiled the unique allegory 
which is, and ever should he, fhr emblem of Virginia,'* Sovereignty, which 
was raised in 1776 and in 1861. That we wore rights need not refer to 
the nets of her convention and the uprising of her people— but I will 
quote a recent declaration from a worthy representative in the United 
States Senate from Massachusetts— Senator Henry Cabot Lodge— who said: 
"The Civil War has brought many tragedies to North and South alike, 
none greater certainly than thu division of Virginia. To a State with .such 
a history, with such memories, and such traditions, there was a peculiar 
cruelty in such a fate. Virginia, alone among the States lias so suffered 
Other wounds have healed, the land that was in twain is one again, the 
old enmities have grown cold, the old friendships and affections are once 
more warm and strong as they were in the beginning; but the wound which 
the war dealt to Virginia can never be healed. There, and there alone, the 
past cannot be restored; one hows to the inevitable, but as a lover of my 
country's past, I have felt a deep pride in the history of Virginia, in 
which I, as an American, had a right to share, and I have always sorrowed 
that an inexorable destiny had severed that land, where so many brave and 
shining memories were garnered up ... in a cause in which she be- 
lieved she had given her all, even a, part of herself." 

Alas, who did most to inflict this wound? Let the restored Seal and 
Flag answer. The usurper Pierpont, hacked by the unconstitutional party 
under Lincoln, who permitted him not only to divide the State, but to 
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counter t't'it the Heal and Mag, which # was saddled upon Virginia from his 
assuming the reins of government in April, 1805, until Governor Swanson, 
on the eve of his retirement from office, supplied the money from the 
contingent fund of the commonwealth to restore the Seal, in a bronze tablet 
he directed to be erected under his sign manual as Governor of Virginia. 
And the last Legislature enacted a- law for a commission, composed of 
his excellency Governor Mann and the Secretary of the Commonwealth, 
to restore the original Flag and Seal, and it is with inexpressible pleasure 
I have to announce to you with our thanks that it ha.s been literally accom- 
plished, and we ask that the committee be discharged.

- The committee appointed by the Grand Camp of Confederate Veterans 
of Virginia "to acquaint themselves with the history of the Seal of the 
Commonwealth and make such recommendations to the Legislature as 
they may conclude adequate to establish a uniform symbol to be used by 
all the officials in all departments of the State government," beg leave to 
report that in their opinion the order of the Governor of Virginia of March 
28, 1912, acting by authority of a resolution of the Legislature, correctly 
describes the great Seal of the Commonwealth.
